Office to the effect that. ‘Tho King ‘has 
beon graciously pleased t6.approvo of the 
Yeomanry and Infantry of the Torritorial 
Foreg being pprmitted::to carry Standards, 
and Colours, under similar conditions to 
those which regulate the possession of these 
distinctions by the Cavalry and Infantry 
of the Regular Army.” This will’ cause 
goneral satisfaction.to our citizen soldiery, 
who have long desired that.this distinction 
should be again restored. to them. For- 
merly, of course, both Yeomanry and 
Volunteers had their regimental Colours. 
and some very interesting specimons of 
these are to he seen at tho Royal Tnited 
Service Institution, at the headquarters of 
tho Honourable Artillery Company, and at 
several Volunteer headquarters, while the 
Militia: have always had their Colours. 
When the Territorial Force became Jaw, it 
was suggested that if ench battalion of the

OPIUM SMOKING. 


‘There is a general feeling amongat tho 
officials in Peking, as well as among many 
observers, foroigners and others, that the 
attempts made“ by ‘the Chinese Govern- 
ment te suppress opium-smoking.are by 
no “means as effective xs it was hoped 
they would be. At any rate, there is 
fi suspicion nbroad “that the offenders 
rgainst the anti-opium edicts are by no 
means coufined to the working and busi- 
ness sections of the people, There are 
grave reasons for believing that amongst 
the officials themselves, and especially 
amongst the inferior ordors, opium-smoking 
goos on, at least in secret, almost aa 
generally, if not quite as habitually, asin 
the days’ before. the edicts wero issued. 
The consequence of these suspicions ‘is 
that the Privy Council in Peking -have 
Tequested tho Throne to issue another 
order in regard to opium-smoking, and 
a copy has reached they Vieoroy of Canton: 
Of course it contnins the usual orders and 
threatenings, and severo punishments ste 
hurled against those who still surrepti- 
tiously evade the Emperor’s commands 
and in secret -sinoke the drug. Whether 
there is something moro real in this edict 
than some others cannot be known by out- 
siders. But the result, when if was sent 
to the country ‘yamens and read to the 
country magistrates, was that . ‘They 
Jookod at one another's faces, and their 
grief was just the same as whon they 
mourn for their deceased parents.”
